-The follnwiiig report 
of liiy riot lias b.)eii received from Alex- 
andria. Couksun, Knglish consul, says 
that when he was proceeding from the 
(ireat square to the governrr'" residence, 
lie .saw two I'hiiopeans res|iectably dress- 
ed, and appaii'iilly iia\al ollicers in plain 
clothes, knocked down. A (ireek was 
shot and killed by a .soldier livi> yards 
from Cook son's caiiiaL-e. and others even 
closer were kiioelied lUiwii and stabbed. 
A soldier cut at the conaura kavass with 
a sword. Tlie carriage (jf the (ireek con- 
sul was stopped by a iiuinber of soldiers 
ai'.d tlie oecupaiits dragged out. The con- 
sul was severely beaten. Conksou esca[)- 
ed severe nialtri-at meiil by the coachman 
lashing his lior.scs, but he was struck ou 
the liead and one of his- arms was biokeu. 
'The Italian cunaul was wmindeil by a 
stone. The wife of the .-Austrian consul 
general was attacked and insulted, and 
accounts of theorijjin of the riot are con- 
llicliiig. 

Alkxamiuia, June 13. —Europeans are 
leaving as' fast as they can. The consul 
has issued a jiroclamatioii exhorting 
Europeans to remain traiii|iiil, and ex- 
jjreasiiig coiitiileiice that tlie aruiy will 
, bo able to inaiiitain order. Oni- hun.lieil 
persons were killed in the riot mi .Sunday. 
The position is a terrible one. .-\ny 
small force the tieet could land would on- 
ly suHice to excite tlie Arabs to a general 
massacre.
